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Report of the County Health Unit Committee 


To the Warden and Members of the County Coun- 
cil of the County of Norfolk. 


Gentlemen: We, your Committee appointed to in- 
quire into the establishment of a County Health Unit, 
beg leave to report as follows: 


We have made a long and close comparative study 
of County costs of Health Units. On reports from four 
Counties who have Health Units, we have arrived at 
an average figure of $1.82 per capita. If a County 
Health Plan is established, the Provincial Government 
will absorb half of this cost, leaving our share at .66c 
per capita. Based on the 1955 population of the County, 
this would amount to $29,782.50 as our share. 


The various Boards of Health in the County, as 
of now, have budgeted about $21,000.00 for 1956. This 
sum, it is felt, will not be adequate owing to the greatly 
expanded Salk Polio Vaccine Program. It may be that 
we will come very close to spending $30,000.00 on Pub- 
lic Health this year in Norfolk County. Formation of 
a Health Unit would automatically extend this amount 
by an equal amount or another $30,000.00, or would 
pay half of what we are spending. Without this Unit 
we receive no subsidy of any kind. The Federal Govern- 
ment have a grant for Dental Services for schools, 
which must be administered under a County Health 
Unit. Central control of health relieves Council and 
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Board Members from pressure and criticism and there- 
fore makes for a more efficient control of garbage, 
sewer and disease problems. Control is kept by County 
appointment of members. 


We recommend the establishment of a County 
Health Unit and request this County Council to pro- 
ceed with the formation of such a Unit without delay.

The fire guards have been worked 
twice, some new signs put up, a ditch in the Windham 
plot, also one in plot 18, in Charlotteville, were cleaned. 


We planted 11,000 trees this year, some in the 
Spring, and some this Fall. We sold 800 cords of pulp- 
wood to the Ontario Paper Company at Thorold, 44 
cords of poplar bolts, and 100 cords of 3 ft. wood. 210 
oak piling were sold and instead of selling logs, we 
had them sawed into lumber and there was about 
120,000 ft. of lumber. 


The revenue from all 14,359.68. 
Expenses over all 4,072.19. 


We are now ready to start to work filling next 
year’s contract for 700 to 900 cords of pulpwood.

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BY-LAW No. 1000 


A By-Law of the Corporation of the County of 
Norfolk to amend By-Law No. 536 by adding thereto 
certain regulations and interpretations governing 
dealers in Junk and Second-Hand Goods as provided 
in R.S.O. 1950, Chapter 243, Section 407. 


WHEREAS it is deemed expedient to list regula- 
tions and broaden the interpretation as provided by 
By-Law No. 5386. 


THEREFORE the Council of the County of Nor- 
folk enacts that the following is and shall be the regu- 
lations under By-Law No. 536: 


1. Dealers in ‘‘Second-Hand Goods” shall include 
automobile wrecking yards and premises and Second- 
Hand Goods shall include waste paper, rags, bones, 
bottles, bicycles, automobile tires, old metal and other 
scrap material and salvage. 


2. The applicant for any license shall submit an 
application in writing to the Clerk of the Corporation 
of the County of Norfolk, and no application shall be 
granted until the County Council shall have ruled upon 
the same. 


53. Every person granted a license shall post the 


same in a conspicuous and public place in his place of 
business, 
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4. Any member of any police force or any mem- 
ber of the County Council of the County of Norfolk 
Shall be entitled to inspect the premises operated by 
any licensee at all times. 


5. Every licensee shall keep a book showing the 
details of all purchases.and sales and the name and 
address of each vender and purchaser. Such book shall 
be open to police inspection, and the licensee shall give 
full information to any member of any police force 
upon being required so to do with regard to any article 
purchased or sold and all details as to when, where 
and how the same was purchased or sold. 


6. The annual license issued to any licensee shall 
remain in force from the date of its issue until the 
31st of December following unless sooner revoked or 
cancelled. 


7. The Council of the County of Norfolk shall 
have power to refuse an application or revoke the 
license of any licensee without giving any reason there- 
for and there shall be no appeal from such decision. 


8. The Chief Constable shall have supervision 
over all persons licensed under this By-Law in his 
respective Municipality. In the absence of any Chief 
Constable in any Municipality any person authorized 
by the Police Committee of the Municipal Council of 
that Municipality shall have the same authority as a 
Chief Constable. Such Chief Constable or other author- 
ized person shall have authority to direct any licensee 
to clean up, alter, move, improve and enclose by proper 
fence or hedge his place of business or to amend or 
obtain more complete records in accordance with the 
wishes of the County Council, and any default in carry- 
ing out such directions shall be considered a contra- 
vention of this By-Law. 
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9. In the event of any license being cancelled or 
revoked, the holder thereof shall not be granted an- 
other license until after the lapse of one year from 
the date of such cancellations or revocation. | 


10. No license shall be required by any persons 
engaged in any of the objects mentioned in this By- 
Law for patriotic or charitable purposes. 


AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED that this By- 
Law shall have force in any Municipality in the County 
of Norfolk where no By-Law of this nature has been 
passed. 


AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED that Clauses 
5 and 6 of By-Law No. 536 are hereby repealed.
